50-Pound Packages by Parcel Post. 


Postmaster General Burleson's pro- 


posals to increase the weight limits ol 
parcel pott packages iu the first aud 
second /.ones from twenty to 
fifty 


pounds, to admit books to the parcel 
post, and to reduce rates iu the third., 
fourth, fifth aud sixth zones, lias been 
approved by the interstate Commerce 
commission. 


The maximum weight of parcels to 


all zones beyond the second was in- 
creased from eleven to twenty pounds. 
Changes in rates and weights to be in 
efJVcc.January 1, 1914, as follows : 


i'o reduce the rates for the third 


zone from 7 cents for the first pound 
aud o cents for each additional pound 
to 6 cents for the first pouud and 2 
cents for each additional pound. 


To reduce the rates for the fourth 


zone from eight cents for the first 
pound and six cc.uts for each udditiou- 
al pouud to seven cents lor the first 
pouud aud four cents for each addi- 
tional pound.
